Elsewhere will bo found an Ottawa 
dispatch of more tban ordinarj^iim- 
portanco, being neither more nor loss 
than the outlines of Mr. Mockeuzio's 
loiig-looked-for, loiipr-talked-aboiit re- 
laxed Eailway policy. We have only 
time to assure our readers that the in- 
formation is obtained from ft source 
which leaves no room whatever for 
doubt as to its reliability. 

TVMt Mother England Says. 

The London Staksasd, an influen- 
tial organ of the party now in power, 
devotes its first column to British Ool- 
iiimbia and the railway embrbglio. It 
sets out with a fair account of the agi- 
tation and the causes which led to 
it, and that account itt in-striking con- 
trast with the stupid and unfaithful 
accounts given by a section of the Ca- 
nadian Press. It describes the peo- 
ple as "umrcliing, one thoiisand strong 
in an orderly manner up to the Parlia- 
ment buildings, and, through their 
spokeaninu, presenting a petition." 
It alludes to "the Prime Minister, who 
rejoices in the proud aiDpeilation of 
DeCosmos," having appealed in vain 
to Her Majesty's lleet for protection, 
and represents the United States press 
as, "with its characteristic avidity, 
jumping incontinently to the conclu- 
bIou that this demonstration im2>lies 
that a secession movement 1ms begun 
to develop itself in British Columbia," 
and then it proceeds to say: — "If such 
was the fnct it. would be of special 
significance just now to us at home, 
when colonial affairs are in the hands 
of the statesmen under whoso auspices 
the scheme of Canadian Confederation 
was developed. We cannot doubt 
that it has already attracted tho attention 
of Lord Carnarvon. The hari/nia u-ltk-h 
was made between Canada and British Cal- 
ujnbia is bul part of a general compact to 
■which there are three f:artles,and Great 
Britain,as one of them, cannot look on idlj/ 
while this quarrel iib*ingfoMght out belioeeii 
th* Dominion G&serhment and the British 
Columbia population." Tho article next pro- 
ceeds to recount tho cb.irgesand changes 
in Canada, and say.s: "If it should turn 
out to bo that tho Canadian Governmout 
has really formed tho design attributed 
to it, we can understand, and to a lavgo 
extent sympathise with, the position of 
the British GolumbianB. The auspensiou 
of the Pacific Hallway is n clear breach 
of contract with British Columbia, of 
which its people have a full right to 
complain. * * * Tho object which 
the Canadian Pacific Railway was design- 
ed to serve was to give the provincea a 
high road across the continent from sea 
to sea on British soil, which would tend 
to bring together more closely the scat- 
tered inemhers of tlie Dominion. It -wns 
projected by Caniuliun stateamea, and 
supported and encouraged in thi.s coun- 
try, rather on political than on comiuer- 
oial grounds, that it might conduce to 
the f^reater consolidation of British power 
on the American ooutinent. * ♦ ♦ * 
In any case, for the Dominion Govern- 
ment to attempt to coutravfno the con- 
ditions of a .specilic bargain with ono of 
the federal provinces i.s to assail tlio very 
keystone of tliat edilice which wo have 
built up with so much labor in the Con- 
federation—to justify secession and to 
break up the' general unity.. And n /luf^i 
' hi remembered that there is a third pai-n/ in 
the contract which cannot be ignored. In 
endeavouring to evade tlio construction 
of the Pacilio llailway the Machcnzio Min- 
istry breaks faith not only with the poop In 
of British Columbia but with the Imperial 
Government. As guarantor of the loan 
whioh has been raised on account of the 
Paoitio Railway, if iu no other capacity, 
the BritiKh government has arigh to a 
TOice intheso transactions, and wu cannot 
doubt hat Lord Carnarvon will cawyO it lube 
heard. Wo can iuturveue with peculiar 
authority in tho mutter, for we caiiuot 
be suspected of any other motives than 

fmre patriotism and a desire for the pub- 
ic good in urging the fulfllmeot of all 
the conditioDB under which the groat 
work of Canadian OonfederatioQ was ef- 
fected." 

Such is tho general scope and tono of 
the S/aiidrirc/'s article, and it certainly lias 
the true ring. about it. It. will bo observed 
that, the position BBsigned to the Imperial 
Obvernroent in this matter in prerisuly 
tliat for which tho Loyal Oppoiiition in 
tlio local Parliament contended, and 
it is no less important than it ia interost- 
ing.to find that relationship bo frankly 
tadmitted at this critical juncture by a 
, iouroal which ia a faithful oxponont of 
' the viewi of the party, happilyr for the 
colonies, again in power. It is well, too 
that the jioople of British Columbia 
should know and duly consider tho na- 
ture and extent of this Imperial lelation- 
•hip, when they are on the eve of beinpr 
asked to relinquish the original compact 
for something new and different.

In tho last number of the Contempor- 
ary Rei-icw, Sir Ilonry Thompson replies 
to" the criticisms which had beou evoked, 
especially from.

into tho air above or the water beneath, 
tiir Henry issurpnsed at the amount of 
sn])port andv enoouivgementi which his 
pi-oposal has received from quarters 
whence he ex))oct(!d the fiercest opposi- 
tion. s "Even," ho says, "the much — per- 
haps too much — nbasoil nndorb»ker, with 
a knowledge of tho world and a breadth 
of view for which some might not have 
given him credit, has said to mO'—'I only 
(losire to sup[)ly a xmblio want; as long 
as tho I public demonds funeral 
ears, inagailicont horses, display of fea- 
thers and a host of attendants in black I 
must furnish tlioni; hut I am equally 
ready to perform cremation to-niorrow if 
tho public demand it, and if you will tell 
rao how to do it properly.' " If crema- 
tion would enable us to dispense with 
some of tho "trappings of funeral woo" — 
those expensive monstroHities, which sa- 
vor of i)aganism and aro redolent of vul- 
garity and bad tu.ste— many more would 
advocate it than have at iiresont made \\\> 
thoir minds on the subject. But wn sus- 
pect the, .qmJpr.takpf 8 are not to bo so 
easily got rid of, unless indeed they 
could be i fid need to form themselves, as 
some people in Now York — or ia it in Ire- 
land'? — ha'vc done, into a "Mutual Cre- 
mation Society, " wlicn that hnjijiy result 
would no (loulif 1)0 brongiit about. It 
was conipuleil thirty years ag(.) that Ih.o 
imaiial cost of burials in Londou was 
4600^000. Now itis estimated ai!r4800,000, 
whilst tho sum for England and' Wiiles, 
which was at that time live millions, must 
now amonnt to nearly seven millions ster- 
ling. Surely it is time that wo should 
bo cruinated.

Imperial Representation- 

The Queen rules over 231,702,593 souls 
dwelling ini4,142.651 houses and occupy- 
ing ah area of 7,769,449 square miles. Of 
those little moro than thirtj- ono millions 
inhabit tho British Isles; but that frac- 
tional part may be said virtually to rule 
tho dostiuios of tho 203,000,000 of British 
subjects who dwell in the rest of the 
world. There are those who contend that 
this rule would be much better exercised 
if those 2C3.000,000 were permitted to s^nd 
mon of their own choice to represent 
th em in tho British Parliament, and it is 
intimated tliat tho appointment of Mr. 
Edward Jenkins, a Canadian and a mem- 
ber of tho British House of Commons for 
a Scottish constituency, as the 'Agent- 
General for the Dominion in tho Old 
Country, may bo regarded as a step in 
that direction. 



SnABBT Treatment or tub TionnoENH 
JtmT.— After tho close of tho Tichborne 
trial the jurors addro.-^sed a letter to the 
Commissioners of tho Treasury,reminding 
their lordships that at an early stage of 
the case the jury applied to the court for 
a remuneration of two guineas j)or day. 
That application was, they understood, 
favourably received by the' Lords Corn- 
mi8.siunor3 of tho late Oovoriinient. The 
case, however, had continued much lon- 
ger than was expected, and they submit 
that such a sum "is by no means ade- 
quate to meet tho losses incurred," inas- 
much as tho jury was composed— with 
one exception— of men engaged in com- 
mercial pursuits, "to whom tho contin- 
ual ab.^onco from thoir respective busi- 
nesses h.a3 been most disastrous." In 
reply to this request. Mr. William Law 
was instructed to state that the subject 
in question hnd never been formally sub- 
mitted to the Treasury, until a few" days 
before the conclusion of tho trial, and 
their lordship,s then intrusted their soli- 
citor to pay each juryman 300 guineas. 
On receipt of this communication, Mr. 
Dickens wrote, in the name of his col- 
leagues, to express their extreme pain 
and disappointment, and to request tho 
commissioners to reconsider their de- 
cision. To this letter their lordships 
reply that tliey regret they should not 
feel justified in sanctioning any larger 
liaymout than tho sum whioh has already 
been authorised.
